PHYSICIANS SUDDEN DEATH 



The bearing in the cases of F. H. Jnst, 
yf. J. Smith, C. S. Cawtbom and Frank 
T. Fowler, took place before Commissioner 
Mark A. Foote in Chicago Monday and re- 
sulted In a genuine hard turn down for 
Rev. Tucker. 

0. 8, Cawlhcra and V. T. Fowler were 
arrested on the charge of operating a lot* 
tcry wuil* W. J. Smith and F. H. Just 
-were accused of advertising it through 
their papers. 

Frank T, Fowler, who originated the 
ec&eine, and C. S. Caw thorn who beaded 
tbo special committee in charge of it, were 
dismissed without a bearing, there being 
no evidence whatever against them on the 
charges on which they were arrested by 
Marshal Wilmot. 

Editors Just and Smith had their hear' 
ing, however, but it was brief. Rev. Tuck- 
er falling down completely when bis wit* 
nessefi were called and their testimony 
failed to prove Unit the copies of the Sun 
and Qazetle contained the notices of the 
lotteries had ever passed through the mails. 

For this reason the commissioner din- 
-missed the cases against the two editors. 
Ho stated in conclusion that while the lot* 
icry law may have been violated technically 
speaking, he would not hold Hie defend- 
ants, but end the matter once for all. This. 
- means that Tucker and bis devoted follow* 
• ere lose completely. 

F. H. Just was represented by Attorney 
F, Weiss and W. J. Smith, by Attorney 
J. K. Orvis. Not mnny Waukepan peo- 
ble were present ut the bearing, but such 
is the feel in that city ovr r the 'matter it 
is stated that had the bearing terminated 
otherwise and a" fine imposed upon the 
two men, a purse to cover the entire 
amount would speedily have been raised 
by the buVmes* men of the city, 

The defense did not put on a single 
witness it did not need to from the evi- 
dence the prosecution had presented. 

While it may not be exnetly in accord- 
ant with the law to publish a lottery the 
spirit wiiicli prompted the action should 
have been considered in this case. And 
what raised the ire of Waukegan citizens 
in regard to the matter is the fact that 
these m u n did not receive a cent of the 
profit* for themselves but were generously 
promoting a scheme for the better- 
ment of the whole city, namely to 
increase the park fund and thus procure 
a place which might be enjoyed by 
the poorer class -of the city. , If 
Rev. Tucker is at alldisappolnted over tbe 
outcome of the matter be does not show it, 
and neither did he allude to the iffalrln 
any way in his sermons Sunday. But so 
unpopular has the whole thing made him 
and bo severe nre the roasts which the 
papers are haudingout it is highly prob- 
able that Mr. Tucker may soon find some 
for more pleasant place to reside than in 
the city of Waukegan. 



Dr. Hessdgrave Succomba to Severe At* 
. tack of Heart Disease. 

Sunday afternoon at nbout five o'clock 
occurred the death of Dr, William Ed- 
ward HtMeelnnne at his home at Lake 
Villa. The neVa of the doctors death was 
a great .shock -.to the people of tbo vil- 
lage and the surrounding country* as up 
until Saturday night.be was *on the mend 
and feeling much improved in health. 
For the past four months he had been ev 
sufferer ■ from blood poisoning and had 
been, in a hospital at Rockford, III./ for 
treatment for a week, returning from there 
only two weeks ago, much. Improve! and 
feeling like a new man. 

Sunday morning the doctor dressed and 
Came down stairs ns usual,' but later in 
the. day began to complain of a pain in 
the region of bis heart. After a time he 
again went upstairs to He down, bis wile 
accompanied hitii and remained with him 
until his death. As the pain in his heart 
grew wotae his wife summoned hi* mother 
who was staying in the bouse, when ibe 
entered the room, the doctor seeming to 
realize the seriousness of his own condition 
told them tbnt the end was near mid bid 
them oil good bye, and iu a abort time 
expired. 

The direct cause of bis deatb was heart 
disease, this being nu old trouble' of his 
and the third severe attack which he has 
experienced since his residence in Lake 
Villa. 

Dr. Hesselgrave was born in Norwood, 
New York, on the ninth day of June in the 
yenr of 1873, and died at Lake Villa, III., 
on Sunday, August IS, 1907. at the age of 
20 years 2 months and 9 days. 

lie came with bis family to Lake Villa 
a year ago lost February and since that 
time bas built up a large country practice 
Jn this vicinity. He was a graduate of 
the Illinois~Medicnl college and stood high 
in his chosen profession,. 

Of bis immediate family be leitvps to 
mourn bis loss his wife and three children, 
Edward who is seven years of age, Willie, 
aged four and Albert 'Benjiman aged one, 
besides his father, mother and two sisters. 
Mrs. F. C. Cady and Mrs. < Frank Allen 
all of Chicago. 

The funeral was held on Wednesday and 
the remains we're token to Chicago for 
biirinl. — La ke*Vil la correspondent.

TWO CENTS 

A MILE - 

FOR EVERYBODY 

With the two cent rate ordered by tho 
legislature and 'put into effect by the 
railroads doing business in Wisconsin, 
the principle of Belling -passenger trans- 
portation at wholesale is abrogated. 

Mileage books will be issued as a mut- 
ter of convenience for those who prefer to 
carry a mileage book; rather than buy a 
ticket for each trip, and for those com- 
mercial concerns which prefer to furnish 
th,eir traveling salesmen with- mileage 
books rather than cash. But the holder 
of a mileage book, though be travel 10,000 
miles a year, will have no advantage over 
the man who travels ten miles,' The rate 
.will be two cents a mile for each of them. 

Commutation tickets will bo issued , in 
some instances as before but they are not 
to be sold at a less rate than 2 cents a 
mile. 

' lu other words the man with tl win be 
able to travel at just as cheap a rate in 
Wisconsin as the man with 110. or the 
man with one, hundred million. The 
wholesale principle is. to be abrogated,

Taking tbe Chicago and Northwestern 
while it was napping, the Chicago and 
Milwaukee Elect nc Railroad Company has 
scooped lis competitor out of practically all 
of the freight business of the United States 
Naval Training fetation at North Chicago 
and ut least spoiled tbe monopoly of the 
business the Northwestern bas thus far en- 
joyed. 

Beginning with an - innocent little side: 
track which has its start at the naval sta- 
tion depot of the electric line, and ending 
with a bridge across the ravine nnd a 
length of track inside the reservation where 
It is under government control, tt^e electric 
road really has the better of tbe deal and 
succeeded in masking its purpose until 
Sundar when the Northwestern awoke to 
find out that: 

The electric road siding will cut off its 
own and connect with government trucks 
tbnt it bas been using. 

For some time unimportant appearing 
work bas been going on along the west 
fence of the naval reservation, 1 tbe laying 
of nn innocent appearing track or two by 
the electric road. 

-Previous to this a spur of the electric 
tracks bad been run toward tbe reservation 
from tbe depot at the entrance to the' gov 
eminent territory. 

Later work began on a bridge, across, the 
ravine within the school territory and Sun- 
day the electric road began to lay tracks in 
a straight line for the spur the Northwest- 
ern has been lining. 

This means that the electric line will get 
in on tbe government tracks with tbe 
Northwestern and as it comes on from the 
south will probably haul all the material 
for the naval school from Ives nnd Liberty- 
ville instead of tbe. Northwestern, 

The Northwestern lias long had tracks 
laid from near 22d street North Chicago, 
to the government tracks in the reservation 
and the coup of its rival -w»s . not expected 
and unprovided for. 

The in vat ion of the electric road- means 
nt least that tbe Northwestern must divide 
its naval school . business which is not a 
pleasant pill to swallow, .-• 

It can however make no objections as 
within the fence, nround the naval school 
reservation everything, including the rail- 
road, tracks tnid, is under direct federal 
control, 

VOLUNTEERS WISH 

SAME TREATMENT 

AS REGULARS 

An organized effort is being made by 
the volunteer officers of the civil' war to 
secure for themselves the same recognition 
that'is accorded by the United States gov* 
eenmeht to officers of the regular array, 
who rendered the sauie service. 

Officers of tho regular army who served 
during the civil Wurv have -been placed 
upoii the retired list when theyl reached a 
certain age, and have been paid liberally. 
The manner In' which the officers in the 
volunteer army have been discriminated 
against 1b plainly shown. 

Regular army 'officers who. have been 
placed upon the retired list .have been 
"given tbe regular retired .pay, ami. addi- 
tional special pay accorded them for ser- 
vices rendered during the civil war, There 
Beemsto.be no plausible., reason why the 
volunteer officers' should, not. be equally 
compensated for services rendered during 
the ciril war. . - '

William Connonburgh. who resides on 
a farm about five miles west of the village 
of Genoa Junction, .and who U widely 
known among the farmers in the western 
part of the county met nu awful death 
during the storm which passed orer tbe 
county late Monday afternoon, when a 
barn near Genoa Junction into which he 
bad driven to escape the fury of tbe storm 
was struck by lightning and Cannonburgb 
and his team both met death, while tbe 
barn and its contents were completely da* 
stroyed by the fire which followed. Tbe 
remains of the man, charred beyond all 
recognition were removed from the ruins 
of tbe bant after the storm was over. The 
man had been terribly burned. One of bis 
legs bad been burned off and the entire 
body was charred by the flames. It is 
thought however that lie was instantly 
killed hy the bolt of lightning and that 
after be hud been killed tbe flames burned 
the body. 

Cannonbourgh and his wife had spent 
the afternoon at Genoa Junction and were 
driving along the old Geneva and Genoa 
Junction road. They were about two miles 
out of the village when the storm came up. 
nnd as the rain was falling in torrents 
Cannonbourgh drove into the farm of a 
man by the name of Sumner, who farms a 
portion, of the old Acker farm. Cannon- 
burgh asked Sumner's permission to drive 
into the. barn until tbe storm was over and 
Sumner insisted that he put the team in 
tbe barn mid take Mrs. Cannouburgh into 
the hours. Cumionburgh said that he 
would remain with the team but his wife 
left the vehicle and went into the bouse. 

Cauuonburgh had entered the barn when 
there was a crash of lightning and the 
barn wns seen to be iu (tames. The flames 
spren'd with such rapidity that it was im- 
possible to do anything to save the life of 
Cannonburg and his teaui. Frantic efforts 
were made by the men and women aboul 
the farm to get into the burning building 
but it was impossible. Tbe barn was com- 
pletely destroyed in a comparatively short 
time, and as soon as the flames had been

"Can a member of tbe Modern Wood- 
man society take a drink of liquor, and if 
so how many can he take without losing 
his rights in the insurance company? 
This is a question which will be decided 
in tbe courts of Kane county at Aurora. 

Some months ago Thomas Rogers, a 
window dresser, died in tbnt city. He a 
was insured in the Modern Woodman for 
$2,000. Mr, Rogers is nllegad to have en- 
joyed a drink of liquor once in n. while 
and the company refuses to pay the insur- 
ance money, claiming he was intemper- 
ate. 

.However, attorneys who have been re- 
tained by tbe heirs ofKogersi, contend 
that.the officer* of the insurance society 
knew that he had a liking for an occasion- 
al glass of beer nm) that for ten years they 
accepted his monthly assess meats aud are 
liable for the tmiount of tbe policy.' 

The Modern Woodmen as does nearly 
every fraternal insurance company baa a 
clause which says the fraternity is exempt 
when the holder shall become intemperate 
In tbe use of alcoholic drink?, or ia the 
use of drugs or narcotics, the benefit certi- 
ficate held by said neighbor shall by such 
nets become mill and void ns to benefits, 
and all payments made thereon shall there 
by be forfeited.

The village of Bristol now has a bank 
among its business enterprises as the Bris- 
tol State Bank threw open 'its doors far 
business Monday morning and the open- 
ing was quite an event in the little village. 

The new bank is fully equipped for busi- 
ness and it has every promise of n hearty 
support from tbe people of the village aud 
tbe surrounding territory. Tbe bank's 
assets were examined by tbe assistant state 
bunk examiner last Wednesday and the 
bunk now has the O.K. of the state de- 
partment. 

Edwin J. V.mxi is the cashier of the new 
bunk and will have pergonal charge of its 
operations. 



That petroleum may be found in largo 
amounts in Gurnee in the near future, there 
is now small doubt. J. Spoenberger, well 
known throughout the country by his pat- 
ent anti-rail creeper, bas sunk a well in 
that village that gives promise of panning 
out well. 

For a month pasx Mr. Spoenberger has 
bad a gang* of men at work on a welt that 
be is drilling, and tbe shaft has already 
been sunk two bundred feet, tbe last fifty; 
feet being through solid rnck. •■X'^'"'^ ' : 

There Is every reason to- believe that the. 
ground at this point is rich in oil, as the 
rock dust that has been raised to the sur- 
face of tbe ground ie thoroughly impreg- 
nated with petroleum which can be readily 
squeezed out with gentle preisure. Mining 
experts who have examined the rock osdert 
thut there is no doubt but that oil. will' bo 
struck at a lower level as oil when found ia 
said to be invariably located beneath a bed 
of sandstone. 

Strange to say the residents of Gurnee do 
not soem to be at oil interested in tbe mat- 
ter and &eem to take it a8 a matter of 
course. 

Many laugh at the iden that oil can bo 
struck in this part o! the country, but on 
the other hand there are many who think 
that it is highly probable that the persis- 
tence of Mr. Spoenberger. may be met. with 
succese. 

When Mr. Spoenberger began his work 
ot drilling a month ago there wns hardly a, ' 
person in the village who thought he had 
chance* whatever of locating oil, but now 
that it Ihi> been found tbnt there is oil in 
the ground it is beginning to be felt as a 
positive thing that it may be found in pay- 
ing quantities. It does not seem reason- 
able to think that where there nre such un- 
umtakftble signs that there is not some- 
thing back of them. 

That tbe well will not be n gusher is 
taken tor granted as they are rarely* if ever 
found in this part of the country, but thin 
does not mean that it will not be a good 
paying affair as some of the best oil wells 
are those that have, to have tbe petroleum 
pumped from them, 

It is also interesting to know 'that Mr. 
Spoenberger is having a £ne residence 
erected at Gurnee. This would seem to 
prove conclusively that he is bo sure that he 
will strike oil that he intends to make 
Gurnee bis permanent residence. 

Mr. Spoenberger'e home is ut Wads worth 
where he gained considerable fame as tho 
inventor of the anti-rail creeper. The in- 
vention is one of the most important in 
modem years as it solves one of, the great- 
est problems of rail location.

Tbe building im- 
mediately caught fire nud. waa- entirely 
consumed, the lire being plainly, vis iblo 
from here although no report • from the 
explosion was heard. 

' As the Tesult of the accident one em- 
ploye at the plant 1 by the name of Phil- 
lips was' killed outright mul two other 
employes whose names we ar'e^ii'nable to 
learn are fatally injured. 

No cause for the explosion has' 'as yet 
been given and as far as can be learned 
no dam age, was done to the other buildiug* 
of the plant. 

This is Ibe second time within the pant 
year that an explosion baa occurred at this- 
same plant and only a short time ago an 
accide'ut was avoided by tbe timely dis- 
covery of a box of matches- among tUe 
materials.' 

This explosion although . not' causing so 
great an amouutoE damage- to the com- 
pany's property was attended by u great- 
er loss of life fhah heretofore.

To ono not qualified, and low lay* 
men are, to discriminate Intelligently 
between physicians' prescriptions, pro- 
prietary medicines and nostrums, It 
may seem little short of a crime to 
hint even that physicians* prescrip- 
tions are la any manner related to 
nostrums; nevertheless, an impartial 
examination of all tho facta la tho 
case leads Irresistibly to tho conclu- 
sion thnt every medicinal preparation 
compounded and dispensed by a physi- 
cian Ib, In tho strict sense of the word, 
a nostrum, and that tho average, 
ready-prepared proprietary romody is 
superior to tho nvorago specially-pre- 
pared physicians' proscription. 

What is a nostrum? •• According to 
tho Standard Dictionary a nostrum Is 
"a mcdlclno tho composition of which 
Is kept a secret" Now, when a physi- 
cian compounds and dispenses with 
bis own hands a remedy for the treat- 
ment of a Olscaso — and It la authorita- 
tively stated that probably 60 per 
cent of all physicians' prescriptions 
In this country aro so dispensed — tbo 
names and quantities of the Ingre- 
dients which constltuto tho remedy 
aro not mado known, to tho patient 
Hence, stneo Its composition Is kapt a 
secret by tho physician, tho remedy or 
prescription Is unquestionably, In tho 
true meaning of tho word, a Simon* 
pure nostrum. Furthermore, tho pre- 
scription compounded by the average 
physician Is more than likely to be a 
perfect Jumble — replete with thera- 
peutic, physiologic and chemical in* 
compatibilities and bearing alt tho ear- 
marks of pharmaceutical Incompe- 
tency; for It Is now generally admitted 
that unloss a physician has mado a 
special study of pharmacy and passed 
soma tlmo In a drug store for tho pur- 
pose of gaining a practical knowledge 
of modem pharmaceutical methods, 
ha is not fitted to compound remedies 
for his patients, Moreover, a physi- 
cian who compounds his own prescrip- 
tions not only deprives tho pharmacist 
of his just emoluments, but ho endan- 
gers tho Uvea of patients; for It Is 
only by tho detection and elimination 
of errors In prescription's by clover, 
competent prescrlpttonlsts that the 
Bafety of tha public can be effectually 
shielded from tbe criminal blunders 
of Ignorant physicians. 

Nor enn It bo said that the average 
physician Ib any mom competent to 
formula to a prescription than ho Is to 
compound It When memorized or di- 
rectly copied from a book of "favorite 
prescriptions by famous physicians," 
or from soma text-book or medical 
journal, tho prescription may bo all 
that It should be. It Is only when the 
physician is required to originate a 
formula on tho spur of tbe moment 
that his Incompetency la distinctly evi- 
dent Seemingly, however, tho physi- 
cians of the United States are little 
worse than the average British physi- 
cian; for we find Dr. James Burnett, 
lecturer an Practical Materia Medics 
and Pharmacy, Edinburgh, lamenting 
In tho Medical Magazine tho .passing 
of the prescription and bemoaning the 
fact that. seldom does ho find n "final 
man" able to dovlse a prescription 
even In "good contracted Latin." 

And what, It may bo asked, Is the 
status of the written prescription — the 
prescription that is compounded aad 
dispensed by the pharmacist — Is It 
too, a nostrum? It may be contended 
that the patient, with the written 
formula In his possession, may learn 
the character of tho remedy pre- 
scribed. So, possibly, ho might If he 
understood Latin and wero a physician 
or a pharmacist, but as ho usually pos- 
sesses no professional training and 
cannot read Latin, tho prescription la 
practically n dead secret to him. 
Furthermore, the average prescription 
is so badly written and so greatly 
abbreviated that even tho pharmacist, 
skilled as ho usually Ib In deciphering 
medical hieroglyphs, Is constantly 
obliged to Interview preservers to 
find out what actually has been pre- 
scribed. It may also be contended, 
that Inasmuch as tho formula Is known 
to both physician and pharmacist tbe 
prescription cannot thoreforo bo a se- 
cret But with equal truth It might be 
contended that the formula of any so- 
called nostrum Is not a secret slnco It 
Is known to both proprietor and manu- 
facturer; for It must not bo forgotten 
that according to reliable, authority, 
QS per cent ot the proprietors of so- 
called patent medicines prepared In 
this country have their remedies made 
for them by largo, reputable manufac- 
turing pharmacists. But oven should 
a patient bo ablo to recognize the 
names of the Ingredients mentioned In 
a formula ho would only know half 
the story. It Is seldom, for Instance, 
that alcohol Is specifically mentioned 
■in a prescription, for It Is usually 
masked la the form of tinctures arid 
fluid extracts, as are a great ■ many 
other substances, It Is evident, there- 
fore, that tho ordinary formulated pre* 
scrlptlon Is, to the average patient lit- 
tle less than a secret remedy or nos- 
trum. 

On tho other hand, tbe formulae ot 
nearly all the proprietary medicines 
that are exploited exclusively to the 
medical profession as well as those 
of a large percentage ot tho proprie- 
tary remedies that- are advertised to 
tho public (the so-called patent medi- 
cines) are published In full. Under 
tho Food and Drugs Act every medi- 
cinal preparation entering Interstate 
commerce la now required to have the 
proportion or quantity ot alcohol, 
.opium, cocaln and other habit-form* 
Ing or harmful ingredients which It 
may contain plainly printed on the 
label. As physicians' prescriptions 
seldom or never enter Interstate com- 
merce thoy aro practically exempt un- 
der the law. And Kit be necessary 
for, tho public to know the composi- 
tion of proprietary remedies, as la 
contended by thoso who through fg- 



noranco or for mercenary ronBons are 
opposing the sale of all household 
remodlcs, why <* it not equally neces- 
sary for patient* to hnovo the compo- 
ait ion of the remedy preicribet by tf 
physician? Does any sano person bo- 
llovo that the opium In a physician's 
proscription Is less potent or loss like- 
ly to create a drug habit than the opl- . 
am in a proprietary medicine? At a 
matter of fad, more opium-addicts 
and eoeatn*/Iend** have been made 
through the criminal canlettnen of 
ignorant physicians than by any other 
meant, 

Unquestionably, there aro a number 
of proprietary remedies on tho market 
the sales of which should be prohibit- 
ed, and no doubt thoy will bo when 
tho requirements of the Food and 
Drugs Act aro rigidly enforced; many 
aro frauds, pure and simple, and some 
are decidedly harmful. Of the avor- 
ngo proprietary remedy, howovor, It 
may truthfully be said that It Is dis- 
tinctly bettor than tho average physi- 
cians* prescription; for not only Is its 
composition less secret, but It Is pre- 
pared for tho proprietor by reputable 
manufacturing pharriiaclats In magnifi- 
cently equipped laboratories «and un- 
der tho supervision and advice of able 
chemists, competent physicians and 
skillful pharmacists. It should not be 
considered strange, therefore, that so 
many physicians prefer to prescribe 
thoao ready-prepared proprietary rem- 
edies rnthor than trust those of their 
own devising.

Leated-WIre Men Out. 

Jeasod-wlro telegraph operators 
were called out on strike at 1 p. 
m. Monday In the following brokers' 
offices, following refusal of the Anns 
to sign the proposed union agreement: 
Sidney C. Love & Co., J. H. Wrenn & 
Co., A. O. Slaughter & Co., C. H. Can- 
by & Co., Shearson, Hammlll &. Co., 
and Charles Minzeshelmer & Co. 
Federation Peace Committee.- ' 

Washington.— Preal dent Samuel 
Gompers of tho American Fed- 
eration of Labor reported to 
the executlvo council of the Fed- 
eration that he, John Mitchell; ot In- 
dianapolis, and Daniel J. Kcefe, or De- 
troit, had been entrusted by united 
labor with an attempt to bring about 
"an honorable adjustment of the tel- 
egraphers' strike at an opportune 
time." 

Air. Compers was naked when ho 
thought that tlmo would arrive and re- 
plied that he could not Bay; that It 
might be "in. an hour, a week, or a 
month, or perhaps not at all." 

Chicago.— President S. J. Small's or- 
der for a general strike of commercial 
telegraphers, Issued early Friday 
morning, did not seem to meet with 
the response the. union officials had 
expected. In Chicago the additions to 
the strikers' forces were few, and In 
New York the order had little appar- 
ent effect on tho situation. 

Friday afternoon the operators em- 
ployed by the Chicago brokerage 
firm of Hulliunl, Warren &.

CHICAGO CENTER OF STORM. 



Five Persons Killed, Many Injured, 
. and Much Property Damaged. 

Chicago. — Chicago was the geo- 
graphical center of a torrlfle wind and 
rain storm which attacked northern 
Illinois, northwestern Indiana and tbe 
lake region ot Wisconsin. 

The heaviest toll of tho storm was 
collected In Chicago when Ave persons 
were killed and fourteen Injured. Over 
tho territory within tho boundaries af- 
fected buildings wero destroyed, live 
3 took killed, trees uprooted and minor 
lake craft beached. Tho death lint In 
Chicago .and a majority ot tho tnjurlos 
which wero recorded come as the re- 
sult of tho total destruction ot a build- 
ing used as a boarding lioueo at EG Pry 
street Tho wind struck the houBe and 
carried it along for ten feet, before It 
was crushed, In tho ruins Ave lives 
were lost and eleven wore Injured, 
three seriously. Tho dead were suffo- 
cated and crushed by tho falling tim- 
bers.

$60,000. Two ot their general offi- 
cers attended the conference. 

The action Is estimated to mean an 
additional strike of around 5,000 men 
In the country, Including nil tho re- 
maining operators employed by tho 
big packing houses. It will take out 
75 men' in tho Chicago stockyards 
alone, -In addition to the 40 who quit 
at Armour's. 
Gompers In Commanding Position. 
Mr. Compers Is In position, when 
the tlmo arrives, to exorcise a power- 
ful Influencu over tho situation' aside 
from the- years of experience that ho 
has had In labor tllfllcultlos' Ha will 
uttend In Washington next week tho 
quarterly meeting of tbe national ex- 
ecutive board of the federation of 
labor. That hoard will vote upon the 
advisability of a strike assessment 
upon the 2,000,000 members of the fed- 
eration of labor.' In other words, the 
federation of labor la expected to fur- 
nish v the jsf news of war.- 

Mr. Small's uttitudo on arbitration 
was brio fly expressed thus;

This en* 
h an cement in land values Is shown In 
Colorado by the Increase from $25 to 
$2,000 an acre at Grand Junction, and 
from $100 an acre to $1,000 and $1,500 
an aero at Cayon City. 

No section or city equals Denver la 
tbe extent of 'Its local market or In 
Its transportation facilities for reach- 
ing distant markets, and the time has 
now come when the values of the 
lands around Denver and the possibili- 
ties for' their extensive cultivation will 
warrant an expenditure for water la 
almost any amount. 

It Is, therefore, with great satis- 
faction that Denver contemplates cer- 
tain Irrigation projects now launched 
by some of its own leading citizens for 
the establishment of a reservoir sys- 
tem which shall assure a sufficient 
supply ot water, during tbe entire 
growing season, to a large area of 
semi-arid lands lying within 25 miles 
of the state capltol building, and ex- 
tending from just without the city 
limits of Denver to points north and 
northeast of the city where the lands 
of the Longmont, Greeley and Brigh-

CAREFUL AT THE START 



HOUSE WRECKED; FIVE DIE 

A CHICAGO TENEMENT COL* 
LAPSES DURING STORM. 



Department of Justice Bound to Pun- 
Ish Wealthy Men and Big Cor- 
poration* That Are 

Offenders, 

Baltimore, Md. — Attorney Gen- 
eral Bonaparte, In an Interview 
Siren the Washington correspondent 
of the News, answers tho criticisms of 
Wall streot by a flat stntumeat that ho 
intends to continue the prosecution 
of wealthy men and corporations that 
Break the laws. 

The Interview is really a .statement 
carefully prepared by Mr. Hon a parte 
hlmjelf. In part he says: 

"I cannot understand how any 
sensible person could be affected In 
dealing with mutters of business by 
any remarks which have been at- 
tributed to me. I should say that 
business men ought to wish to have 
the laws strictly and Impartially en- 
forced. If Ihls Is done, everybody 
knows what ho can do and what he 
can't, and every body has a fair Hold 
and no ruvorltes. The department of 
Just ln> proposes to do precisely this 
and nothing more. It is required by 
law to curorce certain penal statutes 
which mako certain forms of action 
. crimes against the United States, and 
also provide civil remedies for such 
Illegal action. 

Careful Inquiry First. 

"The department, since I have been 
at Us head, has never taken proceed- 
ings to enforce the taws without a 
very enreful preliminary Investigation 
to determine whether there was good 
reason to believe that the laws had 
been, in fact, violated. .Moreover, -ft 
has consistently and frequently over- 
looked merely formal violations of 
law, or offeu&es attended with trivial 
consequences, and has invariably re- 
fused to Intervene In such cases when 
there wa3 any reason to suspect that 
Its Intervention was desired to further 
private ends. 

Is After Big Law-Breakers. 

"If the ground of complaint agolnBt 
the department Is that It proposes to 
punish prominent and wealthy men or 
corporations having vast amounts of 
capital and engaged In very extensive 
business, when these are shown to 
have been wllhil and persistent -law- 
breakers on a great scalf and with 
grave Injury to the purposes of the 
law, I must admit that these com- 
plnlnts are well founded. That Is pre- 
cisely what the department of Justice 
is trying to do, and. while I remain Its 
very unworthy head, will continue to 
do, so far as it can." 



POPE COMPANIES FAIL. 



Receivers Appointed for Big Concern 
In Several States. 

Now York. — Receivers for the 
Pope Manufacturing company and 
Its subsidiary company, the Pope 
Motor Car company, which aro en- 
gaged In the manufacture of nutomo- 
bllcs and bicycles, with main offices 
and plant at Mart ford, Conn., were ap- 
pointed Wednesday in New York, 
New Jersey. Connecticut and Massa- 
chusetts. Similar action will be 
taken shortly in Illinois, Ohio, Indi- 
ana and Mnryland, where th« com- 
panies own plants. 

Tho petitions filed by the Monus- 
Kclly company, of Toledo, O., asking 
for receivers, show the total assets 
of both companies to be $11,305,570, 
with total liabilities reaching $1,972.- 
826. The difficulties of tho Pope com- 
panies were the direct result of a. cur- 
tailment of loans and reduction of 
loans on notes. Albert Iiathbone, 
counsel lor Albert L. Pope, vice pres- 
ident of the Pop» Manufacturing com- 
pany, who has been appointed a re- 
ceiver In Xew York, Massachusetts 
and Connecticut, said that the troubles 
of the companies were the outcome of 
tho present rigid monetary conditions. 



New Test for Mrs. Eddy. 
Concord, N. H. — Counsel Tor the 
"next friends" have agreed to the 
suggestion of the masters who are 
Inquiring Into the competency of Mrs. 
Mary linker O, Eddy, the Christian 
Science, leader, that they accompany 
two alienists to Pleasant View to 
make "teats" of her mentnl condition. 
Mr. Streeter, Mrs. Eddy's counsel, ob- 
jected, but will consult with his 
■ client before the next session of tho 
hearing on Tuesday, and it Is possible 
that he will then agree to the proposal 
of tho masters. 



Victims Are Crushed to Death While 

Asleep— Structure Was About to 

Be Moved. 

Chlcugo. — Elvo persons Instant- 
ly killed, nearly a score of othors 
seriously Injured, throe fntally; build- 
ings wreckud, roofs hurled through 
the air, vast sections of the- city in- 
undated by torrents of water, was a 
portion of the toll exacted by a 
storm that swept through the city 
early Friday. 

Tho Btorm broko Bhortly after one 
o'clock. The heavy wind Increased In 
velocity until at 1:30 o'clock It ns- 
Burned an extreme velocity of 45 
miles an hour, carrying death and dis- 
aster In Its wake. 

The collapse of a tenement build- 
ing at 55 Fry street, crushing out the 
lives of the five sleeping victims and 
dealing injury to 10 others, wnB the I 
worst Incident of the havoc wrought J 
by the winds. 

Twenty-live persona, were sleeping 
In tho house when tho dilapidated 
structure rocked by heavy wind, Its 
foundations Wenkened by tho razing 
of adjacent houses for a new city 
park, crashed to the ground. 

The dead are: 

Annie ManvarnnsKl, 22 years old, 
sister of Mrs. Nus:il ; Mrs. Annlo Nosal, 
35 years old, owner or the rooming 
house; Kate Nasal, six years old, 
daughter: John Nosat, 20 years old, 
sou; Albert Stehm, 33 yen rs old, 
boarder. 

Mrs. Annie Nosal, one of the vic- 
tims, was tho owner of the- ruined 
house, which had been raised on 
jacks preparatory to moving It away 
in order to establish a small park. 
Every member of the household hnd 
retired when the crash came without 
warning at 1:30 a, m.

TWO DIE IN MAINE FIRE. 

Blaze Sweeps Old Orchard , Resort 
Wiping Out Seventeen Hotels. 

Old Orchard, .Me. — Two llvci 
were lost and five persons were 
Injured, three seriously, as a result ol 
a fire which swept through this sea- 
shore resort Thursday night, causing 
a. loss estimated at $800,000. 

Seventeen summer hotels, 60 cot- 
tages and a Hcore of buildings occu- 
pied by stores were destroyed. The 
explosion which caused so many in- 
juries occurred In Horgan's drug store 
on Old Orchard avenue. It Is believed 
that the lire started from .nn over- 
turned lamp In the annex of the Hotel 
Olympic. Tho total Insurance on the 
burned property, It Is understood, will 
not exceed $150,000. 

As a result of the fire, the season nt 
Old Orchard Is brought to nn abrupt 
close, na only one large hotel, the Old 
Orchard, remains. All trains, Includ- 
ing several extras, were packed Fri- 
day with -persons leaving the Bhore. 
The burned area extends east alone 
the railroad, between the tracks and 
the ocean, for nearly half a mile. The 
people who were driven from the ho- 
tels were compelled to spend the nlghl 
on the beach. A stiff breeze blew In 
from the sea and brushwood fires wore 
kept going all night, around which the 
refugees sat In shivering groups wait- 
ing for the dawn and the warmth ol 
the sunlight
